Egypt Palestine, India, Ceylon and I 
Malaysia and want to add to this 
letter written in 
Jerusalem, 
some 
general impressions resulting from 
the trip. 
1. The alarm in America lest there 
be impending a European war seems J 
ill-founded. 
Interviews with many ; 
men in England, Franca and Italy 
brought a unanimous 
answer 
that 
the present generation of young men 
are “fed up” on war and would not 
enter any war for any cause. 
Of 
course, Russia and Germany might 
start trouble but the young men of' 
these countries are probably at least i 
as war weary as are the young men 
of the allied nations. 
The weight 
of these men who did the fighting 
in the great war should be thrown 
heavily into the 
present 
crusade I 
againts war. 
2. There seems to be 
in 
Great 
Britian a 
new 
“pickishness” 
to- j 
ward America. 
Former admiration 
for America seems to 
have 
given 
place, with many, to sensitive sub- | 
plcion or dislike 
of 
America. 
A 
typical young Englishman on a P. I 
and O. boat said that Great Britain 
agreed to the Washington Confer- j 
ence naval ratio because she wanted j 
to. 
When I reminded 
him 
that 
America was in financial position j 
and in temper to build the largest 
navy on earth and that 
it 
would 
have sent great Britian into bank­ 
ruptcy to compete with us, he flar­ 
ed up like an Irishman 
and 
said, 
“Oh, you Americans are trying to 
dicate to the whole world, prohibi­ 
tion and everything.” 
The causes of this new attitude 
are not entirely clear but that fate­ 
ful day in Washington when Great 
Britian 
had 
to 
quit 
“ruling 
the 
waves” and submit to a navy no 
larger than America's Is probably 
one of the causes. 
The war debt, 
prohibition, the league of nations 
ar© also sore spots. 
Having a son 
of whom you have been quite proud 
tell you how you may and may not 
spend 
your 
money 
is 
irritating. 
These two great countries may have 
sense enough never to go to war 
but the worst point of friction we 
found on the trip was in the at­ 
titude of the average Britisher to 
America. 
This was not true of any 
of the few great leaders of England 
whom we had the privilege of inter­ 
viewing. 
3. The young men in all of these 
nations are jumping into the saddle 
in national and international affairs. 
They may be leading their nations 
to a bad fall but they are leading 
and expect to continue to lead. The 
streets of Cairo crowded with stud­ 
ents carrying banners and shouting 
‘Long live complete independence!” 
had their kin in the young progres­ 
sives in Rome 
shouting 
for 
Mus- 
soulini in the Swarajists 
of India 
following Chandi toward radical re­ 
forms in the country and in every 
land we visited. 
4. One of the chiefs costs of the 
war is in a moral sagging of the 
race. We might have 
known

Jarnecke with having entered into 
a conspiracy to remove fifty barrels 
of rye whisky from the Sam Thomp­ 
son distillery in Brownville, Ta., to 
a warehouse in Pittsburgh.

ment witnesses testified that J a r ­ 
necke had been given $15,097.60 with 
which to pay the tax and remove 
the whisky and that Means received 
$5297.60 of this money.

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Savory Dishes 
M O W that the field mushroom is 
again found in abundance, let 
us have some delicious dishes. 
Creamed 
Mushrooms.— Remove 
the stems from the caps. peel the 
caps and cut into small pieces; the 
tender stems should be cut Into 
bits. 
Tut two tablespoonfuls of but­ 
ter into h bright saucepan, add a 
pint of minced 
mushrooms, and 
stir and conk for five minutes until 
the mushrooms are well scalded 
through; now add one-hulf cupful 
of cream and serve on buttered 
toast piping hot. 
Mushrooms 
With 
Scrambled 
Eggs.—Break Into small pieces a 
pint of fresh mushrooms; sprinkle 
with salt and let stand one-lialf 
hour. 
Into a saucepan put two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, add the 
mushrooms aud Juice and cook at 
a simmering temperature for ten 
minutes. 
Season with pepper and 
more salt if needed, then add the 
yolks of five eggs slightly beaten, 
mix well, then fold In the beaten 
whites and serve on hot buttered 
toast. 
Broiled 
Mushrooms.—Take 
the 
nice firm caps of the field mush­ 
room, peel them and remove the 
stems. 
Into each cup put a gen­ 
erous tablespoonful of butter, place 
them under the gas fam e In a broil­ 
er and cook until tender. 
If the 
caps are large, broil them first on 
the rounded side, turn and fill with 
butter and finish broiling- 
Season 
with salt and lapper, and serve 
on toast or with broiled steak. 
Parsley Potatoes—Take uniform- 
sized new potatoes, boil In their 
jackets until tender, then peel and 
turn into a vegetable dish In which 
three tablespoonfuls of butter and 
one of minced parsley has been 
placed. 
Stir until the potatoes are 
well covered with butter and pars­ 
ley and serve very hot with steak. 
Vegetable Salad.—Soak two ta ­ 
blespoonfuls of gelatin in one-half 
cupful of cold water, then add one- 
half cupful of boiling water, a tea­ 
spoonful of salt, red pepper to 
taste, a teaspoonful of onion juice, 
ane-fourth cupful of vinegar, one 
cupful each of diced carrots and 
rooked peas. 
Turn Into molds and 
chill. 
Serve on lettuce with may­ 
onnaise dressing.
